"After Iwenty-nve years of tlie 
life, I still enjoy it immensnly, 
and I would not change it for 
anybody else's job. I have been 
cofd and wet and Hungry, but I 
liave been saved from many 
other things. Labrador," sajs 
Dr. Grenfell, "is the only coun- 
try in the world where there are 
no hotel bills; the people are 
hospitable." . , , 

In his early days he nseo to ije 
driven to all sorts of expedienis 
to carrv on his work. But if M 
were short of anaesthetics and 
antiseptics and of an assistant, he 
could get along with his knife 
and a saucepan, because he 
could bolt things in the pan and 
clean his Sjundagos, and sharpen 
his knife. Jle liad fo do opera- 
tions in that way more than once, 
but now. there were lour lio=pi-- 
tals, to which people came frum 
330 miles away.

He was able 
lo commend such a gospel with 
conviction.

They were 
conducted into the Presence, and presently found themselves all 
alone with the King, who, drawing the boy to him, and giving 
him his father's medal, said; "Wliat I am doing you do not 
understand now, but you will understand some day. Tell me, 
.what are you going to he when you grow up to be a man?"

"When King George speaks of "a friend of mine," he means, 
not a person who lias had the honour of being presented lo him 
and of niceling him on various occaiions, but one who is in gen- 
uine sympalhy with him, and [o whom he is attached by lies of 
real friendship. If it is pcrfecUy true that the King docs not gen- 
erally or quickly make friends, it is also perfectly true that the 
friendships he bestows arc of a lasting and solid cliaracter. 

With the brothers of Queen Mary the King has always been 
nn most affect! on. ite terms; each of their contrasting characters 
appealed to him, and the death of the vivnciou-'=. well-read, wcll- 
informed, thinoiighly m -lo-dalc, and iiileiisely .■rympathetie Princo 
Francis of Teck was p-' ; than an ordinary or passing sorrow to 
his brother-in-law. ■' had been close friends fi-om childhood, 

and throughout the/ pent in South .Mrica by Prinee Francis 

at the time of tlie \ cy scarcely ever failed to correspond by 

each weekly mail. 

Conspicuous and probably chief among friends more rocently 
acquired is Lord Kitchener. It is said that when the Prince of 
Wales wont to India, some six years ago, allhoiigh he shared the 
profound general admiralion for the Commander-in-fihief he e.\- 
pccted to And the proverbially masterful characler something of a 
bar to anvthing like nitimaoy. But this impression was quickly 
dispelled-, and while Ihe Prince's admiration for Lord Kitchener's 
giant intellect and abundant knowledge waxed stronger by close 
intercourse he quickly realized tbo very human and attractive side 
of the character of the great soldier, whom he now owns, not 
only as a devoted servant but as a close and constant friend. 

"it is charactcristie of King George, as it was of his father, 
that in the minds of those closely associated with him, he in- 
spires- a feeling Ibat falls nothing short of devotion. To work for 
him is to work with hi'm; his rare of, and thoughtfulncss foi-j 
his immediate dependents are of a. piece with bis untiring regard 
for the public welfare: It occurred the other day that a young 
servant of the Crown, who hod earned the King's most favour- 
able consideration, -n-asoffe'red a post which gave splendid pro- 
mise for his future career, but !or which some considerable, and 
indeed prohiliitiye. initial expense had to be incurred. Hearing of 
the dimenlty; the King at once sent a message that the ofiiocr 
was to accept the post and take uP Ihc duties at once, and that His 
Ma.ibsty would with the greatest pleasure defray the necessary 
cost himself. „ , .. , . .^ , ,.; 

Tho.'se who kno\v King George well know that incidents liko

Then, as if tJiese e.xtraorjdinprily 
stpiking contrasts were not suni- 
cipnt, they will luring to he$r upon 
one a whole. arsenaKof statistics 
showing that from this whilom 
-trading post, with its slender 
traits and riverain highways 
there now radiate no fewer than 
twenty-two railway tracks which 
include the depots of three trans- 
continental railways and the 
yard of the C. P. R. containing 
120 miles of sidings, the largest 
in the world that is controlled 
by a single corporation..

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GOD SAVE THE KING. 

By the lime this issue is in the 
hunds of our readers their most 
gracious Majesties King George 
v. and Queen Mary will have 
been crowned in accordance with 
the Form and Order hallowed by 
hoary tradition, and sanclioned 
by the iaws of the land, so now 
by undouWed right and Corona- 
lion tliey are Ihc Sovereigns of 
the English Realm. May we, 
ilierofore, anticipate the event, by 
a few days? i:hc wearing of the 
crown is said to be the most an- 
cient sign of royalty, and the 
crowning of the new Sovereign 
.was a matter of supreme import- 
ance in the days when no man 
was king' until he was crowned, 
and a reign was computed from 
the date of that event. 
■ The .Coronation Service used 
for King George is substantially 
ihc same as that used for Ethel- 
red II., who was crowned in 979. 
[Tradition has it that Henry V., 
who was crowned in 1413, before 
being made king was a man of 
most dissolute habits; hut thai 
after his Coronation he became a 
king of almost au.^tere piety. 1: 
this be true, we are not surpris- 
ed at it, for the Coronation Ser- 
iee, in its essence, is a deeply re- 
ligious ceremony. From the mo- 
ment the King and Queen ent- 
iered the church until the con- 
clusion of the proeeedings, the 
proceedings were of the most 
iolemn charaeter. Their Majes- 
lies on their appearance worere- 
peied with the anthem', "I Was' 
Glad When Thcv Said Unfo Me, 
^Ve Wilt Go Into the House of the 
ILcrd," and before" sitting down in 
their chairs uttered .«nme .short- 
private prayers. Then came the 
Recognition ceremony, followed 
by the Litany — Their Majesties 
kneeling. This was in turn fol- 
lowed by the Communion Ser- 
r -vice, the reading of the Scrip- 
tures, and a sermon suitable for 
the great occasion, after which 
came the ceremonies connected 
.with the Coronation. 

Some idea of the devout tone 
Of the proceedings may be gath- 
ered from the fact that there are 
in the Coronation Service thir- 
teen ceremonies, in conriection 
.with which Iwcnty-three prayers 
are offered up to Almighty God, 
6nd seven hymn.s -gnd anthems 
sung, the whole conchiifing .with;^ 
thf) Sacrament. i

without feelings of. thankfulness

should be such a whofe-hearted 
reijognition of the Over-Lordship 
pf the King of Itings^ and such a 
sense of dependence upon His 
Grace arid Sovereignty as is man- 
ifesled in the prayers &hd devo- 
tions which CQiripo's'e the- Coron- 
ation servlte of the Kings of 
Britai'n. " ":'

Thai many have done ■ so, how- 
ever, the history of the nation, 
abundantly demonstrates; just as' 
the Chronicles of Holy Writ show

have good wives, but all of them 
a>-o eortainty not as appreciative 
of them as the King is of his. For 
)t is an open secret that the King 
made of his consort his most in- 
timate friend,, that he . gave- his 
confidence where he gave his 
tove.,-. And the British people, 
who love to worship at the shrine 
of the domestic virtues, feel thai 
it reflOGts credit upon themselves 
as well as upon their Sovereign 
that the _ highest home in the. 
British Eijipire should be an 
ideally happy one, .He has not 
been ashamed to , acknovvledge 
publicly the satisfaction he. leels 
in having, his wife at his side 
amid the. responsibility and the 
hurde.n which are his for life, 
.\nd in this satisfaction his subi-i 
jects may well share. Po.r.QneOh 
-Mary is wise as welj. a.s good. 
She is not merely sepene. but 
sensible. When the. Regency bill 
appointing her. .Regent, in' the 
event of the King's death during, 
the minority of the Prince of. 
Wales, was before . Parliament. .. 
the leaders of both political par- 
ties took occasion to pay more 
than a Cijsual tribute to her high 
mental .qualities and practical. 
common sense. 

Queen Mary has ,h?id the in- 
estimable advantage of being a 
native-born princess. As strong 
in body as she is in niind, she 
has ail iiie British love for, and 
skill in, outdoor physica}. exer- 
cise. She is a good horsewoman, 
a good tennis player, .a good 
walker. She has that intense love 
for things British which always 
furnishes its possessor with a 
ready, passport to the affection of. 
the British people, and she has 
her full share, of that -vein of ser,. 
iousuess - wliich ^underlies the. 
Britiifh character. For ajiother, 
thing she is unusually- well inr. 
formed. - She is well. read,', 
though, indeed, not bookworn — 
for. after all, tlie. best books for 
a King and Queen are men and 
women— and, not merely that, 
but she is quite exceptionally 
well versed in public affairs, and 
has the great advantage of un- 
dcrstnnding to a nicety the duties 
and the limitations which the 
British coni^.titution imposes on 
the Sovereign, an understanding 
which may prove of special 
value. 

There has never been a time, 
since llie days of bcr early girl- 
hood, when the Queen ha.s not 
stood high in popular favour. 
"The people feel instinctively 
that she rings true," a keen social 
observer, himself no courtier, 
has declared. 

The special powers and pri- 
vileges apperluiuiiig to the office 
of Qiioeii Consort are of an his- 
toric rather than of a practical 
inlercst. From her husband are 
derived her influence and au- 
thority, and on his death she ex- 
changes a throne for a "back- 
seat," and though the liglits 



which beat upon a throne may 
bellerce, a:"back-seat" is only 
too apt to be uncomfortable. 
Dowagers are always pathetic 
figures, but a Queen Dowager is 
the most .pathetic of all. Sic 
transit gloria mundi! It may be 
mentioned that a generous Par- 
liament has secured Queen Mary 
from absolute want by voting her 
the eonifortable income of .?3o0,- 
000 a year in the event of his Ma- 
•jesty pre-deceasing her.

Kailways in Holland. 

A queer state of allairs fixistg 
in Holland, as regards liie rail^ 
ways. Railway development wag 
remarkably slow in Holland. Tho 
first Dutch railways were short 
local lines, while the watorwayi 
system was extensive andl 
strongly entrenched. 

At length, convinced that shei 
could not keep pace with otheir 
European countries by her wat-^ 
erway system alone, the Dutch 
Government constructed an am-" 
bitiouK line of railway.s couneot-i 
ing with the international lines 
of Europe. 

The railways were built not 
with any expectation that they, 
would he profitable as invest- 
ments, but because Ihoy were 
considered absolutely jiecessaryj 
to save' Die country from indus- 
trial decadence. Holland is the 
only country in tho world in 
whicli the State Jias provided 
bnlh rail and water highways 
subBtaiitially free of capilai 
charge. The railways are now; 
operated at a loss to suiiptement 
the waterways, which carry pO 
per cent, of the tralUc of Hollaad^,
